It  is  worth  noting  that  the  notif ice.tions  of 
pneumonia  for  that  year  were  not  as  high  as  in  1942  eaid  the  same  as  in 
I94I,  and  only  one  more  than  in  194C  ( and  I would  refer  to  my  remarks 
under  the  sect-ion  on  prevalence  .and  control  of  infectious  disease).

Of  24  c .ses  notified  as  diphtheria  in  1943?  six  were  aged 
over  15  yecjrs.  Of  the  20  cases  under  15  years  12  no.d  definitely  not 
been  immunised  and  4 had  definitely  boon  immunised  (one  by  the  pne  shot 
method).  One  child  wh^  died  wo.s  soated  to  hae;e  been  immunised^  in  the 
Ghcjmel  Islands,  dl  children  in  the  school  were  done.  Later  interr- 
ogation of  the,  children  showed  that  one  or  two  had  missed  one  iniection 
and  Schick  Testing  was  carried  out.  Those  children  showing  positive 
or  doubtful  reactions  were  immunised.

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( d)  DIPHTHERIA  BMITNISATION ; 

The  scEeme  commenced  in  1936  and  the  attached  table  diows 
how  the  number  of  immunisations  has  progressed  since  that  date,  -^s  I 
have  reported  severe.1  times  on  the  history  of  the  scheme  I would  now 
merely  state  that  the  notes  at  the  foot  01  the  table  show  steps  in  the 
publicity  and  fomilities  given  e.nd  the  results  of  each. 

In  assessing  the  value  of  various  methods  of  approach, 
undoubtedly  the  only  way  to  obtain  a ^CF/o  result  is  the  personal  approach 
by  a hoaltn  or  other  visitor. 

This  year  it  was  decided  thad  where  di  ildren  could  not  be 
brought  to  a school  or  clinic,  or  in  v/hich  there  was  some  medical  reason 
requiring  special  care,  then  the  child  could  be  imniunised^ by  the  private 
practitioner  and  the  Council  would  pay  a fe©  of  10/-  p^r  iniection,  this 
higher  fee  was  due  to  the  fact  that  tEese  children  could  not  be  brought 
to  tho  surgery  and  were  selected  cases  giving  more  trouble  then  the

large  nujtber  of  enquiries  were  received  regarding 
ixcnunisation  a,gainst  this  disease,  and  a sm.  1 number  (23)  received 
injections,  the  parents  providing  the  vaccine.  The  number  is  too  small 
to  be  of  any  value  in  assessment  of  results,  docent  publica,tions  show 
that  the  efficicy  of  the  method  is  doubtful  and.  it  was  decided, 
therefore,  to  cease  this  practice  and.  to  o.dvise  enquirers  that  it  was 
still  experimental  but  tliat  so  far  as  the  individual  child,  v/as  concerned 
they  could  me.ke  their  own  choice  and  have  the  child  inxnunisod  privately 
if  they  so  desired.  If  new  methods  that  are,  I understand,  being  tried 
out,  prove  more  successful,  the  matter  will  be  brou0it  before  the 
Council,  as  was  the  intention  if  the  initial  cases  had  been  successful 
and  could  be  worked,  with  the  diphtheria  irxiunisation. 

SiiCTION  G:  PROVISION  OF  IdSULIN . 

During  the  year,  the  Council  decided  on  the  provision  of 
insulin  either  free  or  at  an  eassisted  rate  for  certain  persons  who 
were  in  need  of  this  assistance  and  could  not  obtain  it  through  other 
channels.  The  scalu  of  incono  agreed,  upon  was  the  same  as  that  for 
the  av;/ard  of  the  Council’s  Scholarships  to  the  Secondary  Schools.
